U.S.-Afghan probe confirms civilian deaths

KABUL — A joint U.S.-Afghan investiga- 
tion confirmed that an unspecified number 
of civilians died in a southern Afghan battle 
local officials say killed dozens of villagers. 
But the initial findings released Saturday ap- 
peared to blame Taliban militants who used 
locals as “human shields.” 

Heavy fighting took place in two villages in 
Farah province over several hours Monday 
and Tuesday, a joint statement said. It said 
U.S. forces responded to a call for help from 
Afghan forces, and that militants attacked 
the troops from several locations around the 
villages. 

It said troops called for airstrikes on the 
militant positions. 


“The investigation suggests that villagers 
had taken refuge in a number of houses in 
each village. Reports also indicate that Tal- 
iban fighters deliberately forced villagers into 
houses from which they then attacked ANSF 
(Afghan security forces) 

“The joint investigation team strongly con- 
demns the brutality of the Taliban extremists 
deliberately targeting Afghan civilians and 
using them as human shields,” the statement 
said. 

Abdul Basir Khan, a member of Farah’s 
provincial council, said Friday that he collect- 
ed the names of 147 people killed in fighting 
in two villages in Farah’s Bala Baluck district. 
Other Afghan officials have said dozens of ci- 
vilians died in the battle, but a U.S. spokes- 
woman had called such reports “extremely 


over-exaggerated.” 

The U.S.-Afghan team of investigators vis- 
ited the villages last week and saw two mass 
graves and one burial site with seven individ- 
ual graves, the joint U.S.-Afghan statement 
said. 

“The joint investigation team confirms that 
anumber of civilians were killed in the course 
of the fighting but is unable to determine with 
certainty which of those casualties were Tal- 
iban fighters and which were noncombatants 
because those killed are all buried,” the state- 
ment said. 

Civilian casualties have long been a source 
of tension between the U.S. and Afghan Presi- 
dent Hamid Karzai, who has pleaded with 
American officials to cut down on the number 
of civilians killed in its military operations. 


swat Valley refugees seek relief from fighting

MINGORA, Pakistan — Civil- 
ians cowered in hospital beds on 
Saturday and refugees looted U.N. 
supplies — all of them desperate 
for relief from the fighting that 
has engulfed a northwestern val- 
ley as troops and warplanes try to 
drive out Taliban militants. 

The prime minister, direct- 
ing millions of dollars to help the 
residents of a region where back- 
ing for the central government 
has sometimes been tenuous, 
described the offensive launched 
last week as a “war of the coun- 
try’s survival.” 

The army “can only be success- 
ful if there is support of the mass- 
es,” Prime Minister Yousuf Raza 
Gilani, who authorized the Swat 
offensive on Thursday, said after 
an emergency Cabinet meeting. 

Farther south, a suspected U.S.

missile strike killed nine people, 
mostly foreigners, in another mil- 
itant stronghold near the Afghan 
border, officials said. The identi- 
ties of the victims were not imme- 
diately clear. 

Pakistan’s leaders launched the 
full-scale offensive last week to 
halt the spread of Taliban control 
in districts within 60 miles of the 
capital. Pakistan’s army is fight- 
ing to wrest Swat and neighbor- 
ing districts from militants who 
dominate the adjoining tribal belt 
along the Afghan frontier. 

But the fighting has caused the 


flight of hundreds of thousands 
of terrified residents. Witness 
accounts indicated that scores of 
civilians have already been killed 
or injured in the escalating clash- 
es in Swat and the neighboring 
Buner and Lower Dir districts. 

Only three doctors remained 
Saturday at the hospital in Swat’s 
main town, Mingora. 

Riaz Khan, a 36-year-old 
schoolteacher, his wife and two 
daughters occupied four of the 
beds, shrapnel wounds on their 
arms and legs bandaged. Khan 
said his other two daughters were 
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killed three days earlier when a 
mortar shell hit their home near 
Mingora. 

“We buried our daughters on 
Thursday when the army relaxed 
the curfew,” he said. “We reached 
the hospital only with great 
difficulty.” 

Pakistani and U.N. officials say 
the total number of displaced res- 
idents might reach half a million. 

The army says it is reinforc- 
ing the 12,000 to 15,000 troops 
in Swat as they take on 4,000 to 
5,000 militants. 

The military said its helicop- 


ter gunships attacked militant 
hide-outs in Mingora and killed 
15 fighters. An estimated 30 to 40 
more died in smaller clashes else- 
where, the statement said. Four 
soldiers were wounded. 

Provincial Information Min- 
ister Iftikhar Hussain blamed 
the Taliban for the deaths of 
innocents. 

“The militants are using civil- 
ian population as a human shield 
and they have dug trenches in ci- 
vilian areas,” Hussain said, add- 
ing they were firmly in control of 
Mingora. 
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Military personnel 
urged to stay alert

KADENA AIR BASE, Okinawa — 
Dionne Tirschel nearly quaked at the 
sight: a handful of small cars embedded 
into walls of concrete structures, some as 
high as 10 feet off the ground. 

It was Dec. 16, 1997, and Tirschel had 
just emerged from lockdown at Andersen 
Air Force Base after Super Typhoon Paka, 
with its 185 mph gusts, ravaged Guam. 

“Like somebody throwing lawn darts,” 
Tirschel, now a technical sergeant assigned 
to Kadena’s 18th Wing Weather Flight, 
recalled last week. 

Such is the power that people need to 
be concerned with as the 2009 northwest 
Pacific’s tropical cyclone season approach- 
es, she said. The season runs from June 1 
to Nov. 30, but already there have been two 
numbered and named storms. 

Communication, preparation and avoid- 
ing complacency are keys, Tirschel said. 

“People need to understand the risks 
and prepare for them,” she said. “People 
might say, ‘Oh, it’s nothing.’ It takes just 
that one time for it not to be ‘nothing’ to 
cause some headaches.” 

Okinawa sits in the heart of what’s called 
“Typhoon Alley.” Many tropical storms 
spawn east of Guam in Micronesia, track 
to the northwest between Taiwan and 
Kyushu Island in Japan, then curve north- 
east, with Okinawa a prime target between 
those two land masses. 

Whether in mainland Japan, South 
Korea, Okinawa or Guam, preparation 
levels are governed by a series of tropical 
cyclone conditions of readiness, issued by 
base authorities as a storm gets closer to 
that particular land mass. 

Longtimers on Okinawa and especially 
newcomers who’ve never encountered 
tropical storms are most susceptible to 
complacency, Tirschel said. 

Not since Typhoon Man-yi in July 2007 
has Okinawa entered TCCOR 1E (emer- 
gency) status. Last year, Okinawa never 
reached higher than TCCOR 3. 

The average number of storms per sea- 
son is 28; last year, there were 22. 

“T understand people get frustrated” 
when they’re told repeatedly that a storm 
is coming, then it doesn’t, Tirschel said. 
“These things are too unpredictable. All 
it takes is the one to make you regret not 
listening.” 

One bit of good news is the chances 
of New Orleans-style fishbowl similar to 
when Katrina blasted out of the Gulf of 
Mexico are nonexistent. 

“Our structures are built better than 
(in) the Gulf,” she said. 

Okinawa sits above sea level, and hills 
and buildings tend to provide some friction 
to slow down wind speeds. 

But besides the wind there are heavy 
rains that can clog storm drains and cause 
flooding. Man-yi dumped 15 inches of rain 
on Okinawa in two days. 

Storms that hit mainland Japan and the 
Korea peninsula tend to be weaker because 
sea-surface temperatures are cooler and 
wind shear stronger at those latitudes. 

Wherever one might be, planning ahead 
is vital, Tirschel said. Visit the commis- 
sary to build an emergency supply. Clean 
up around quarters. Move bicycles and 
lawn mowers indoors or tie things down 
outdoors. 

Local media play a role in keeping peo- 
ple informed.

Yokosuka trains for typhoon

YOKOSUKA NAVAL BASE, Japan — 
Bodies lay strewn about the floor as emer- 
gency medical personnel and firefighters 
worked furiously to save the “injured.” 

“We’re assessing our response and capa- 
bilities in the event of a natural disaster,” 
Lt. David Johnston, Yokosuka’s training 
and readiness officer, said Friday during 
Reliant Gale, the annual typhoon readi- 
ness exercise. 

The command-mandated drill kicked off 
Monday, progressing through all four Pa- 
cific tropical cyclone conditions of readi- 
ness throughout the week. 

Friday represented the recovery portion 
of the exercise, with a simulated roof col- 


lapse at Yokosuka’s Thew Gym. 

Johnston said a tabletop portion of the 
exercise is the only required part, but 
they chose to execute a full-scale field 
scenario. 

“You can always estimate response 
times,” he said. “But conducting exercises 
like this gives you a clear picture of where 
youre at.” 

Johnston said it was the first time the 
base has had an interagency response of 
this magnitude. Fire, medical, security, 
public works, regional dispatch center and 
emergency operations center personnel all 
participated in the drill. 

“It’s important to know our prepared- 
ness in response to a natural disaster,” he 
said.

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Conditions of readiness 


Following is a list of Tropical Cyclone Con- 
ditions of Readiness stages and what they 
mean to U.S. military bases and personnel. 
Wind speeds shown serve as a decision- 
making guide. 

Final decisions on TCCOR rest with base 
commanders, weather forecasts, safety and 
operational and mission concerns. 

Follow progress, path, wind-speed and di- 
rection of tropical storms at http://metocph. 
nmci.navy.mil/jtwc.php. 

Base commanders’ access channels 
offer current weather forecasts and typhoon 
warnings and alerts. 

TCCOR 4 

Destructive winds of 58 mph or greater 
are possible within 72 hours. Time is now 
to stock up on food and typhoon supplies. 
TCCOR 4 will continuously be in effect as a 
minimum condition of readiness from June 1 
to Nov. 30 annually on Okinawa. 

TCCOR 3 

Destructive winds of 58 mph or greater 
are possible within 48 hours. Initiate a gen- 
eral cleanup around homes and office. 

TCCOR 2 

Destructive winds of 58 mph or greater 
are possible within 24 hours. Remove or se- 
cure all outside items. 

TCCOR 1 

Destructive winds of 58 mph or greater 
are possible within 12 hours. No school for 
Department of Defense Dependents Schools 
students. Staff and teachers will work normal 
hours, unless changed by the school district 
superintendent. Fill any containers you can 
use for water storage. If living in low-lying 
quarters, make arrangements to stay with a 
friend. Make final check of food and other 
supplies. 

TCCOR 1C (caution) 

Destructive winds of 58 mph or greater 
are anticipated within 12 hours. Actual 
winds are between 39 and 56 mph. All non- 
essential personnel will be released to their 
quarters, DODDS schools will close and staff 
and teachers will return or remain home. 
Base exchange, shops, commissary, shop- 
pettes, gas stations, services facilities, clubs, 
restaurants, recreational facilities and post 
offices will close. Movement about the base 
should be kept to a minimum. On Okinawa, 
security forces will enforce “essential vehi- 
cles only” policy, in accordance with Kadena 
Air Base operations plan 32-1, “Base Disas- 
ter Operations Plan.” Other bases may use 
similar measures according to their tropical 
cyclone policies. 

TCCOR 1E (emergency) 

Winds of 58 mph or greater are occurring. 
Outside activity prohibited. 

TCCOR IR (recovery) 

Destructive winds of 58 mph or greater 
are no longer occurring. Actual winds are be- 
tween 39 and 56 mph. Nonessential func- 
tions remain closed unless directed by the 
installation commander. All but emergency- 
essential personnel remain in their quarters. 

Storm Watch 

Typhoon is moving away, but the base is 
still feeling some effects. Hazardous condi- 
tions may exist due to storm damage. In 
some cases, the storm could return, so re- 
main alert. All military and civilian person- 
nel will return to work within two hours or at 
normal duty hours, and commissaries and 
base exchanges will resume operations un- 
less otherwise instructed by their installation 
commander. 

All Clear 

Hazardous conditions and winds are no 
longer present. Return to normal duties. All 
Clear is announced when all hazards have 
been cleared. DODDS teachers, staff and 
students will return to school during normal 
hours. From June 1 to Nov. 30, seasonal 
TCCOR 4 will resume.

Sailors train as 
first responders 
and in nonlethal 
weapons use

NAVAL AIR FACILITY MISA- 
WA, Japan — Ten U.S. naval se- 
curity forces sailors finished up 
two weeks of training last week 
led by a team of visiting Naval 
Criminal Investigative Service 
specialists. 

The junior sailors, all mas- 
ters-at-arms, spent the first week 
earning a basic-level certification 
in nonlethal weapons training at 
this base in northern Japan. 

Chief Petty Officer Chris Cla- 
vier — an anti-terrorism/force 
protection physical security 
specialist from Yokosuka Naval 
Base, Japan — said the sailors he 
was training are now authorized 
to give basic nonlethal weapons 
training to their peers. 

That includes techniques such 
as pepper spray, using the baton 
and physically controlling sus- 
pects, he said.

Barker. 


Other outlets such as commander’s access channels and online pub- 
lic affairs Web sites also provide the latest. 

“The message is the same: Be prepared,” said Master Set. Jeff 
Loftin, Kadena’s 18th Wing PAO superintendent. 

Tirschel advocates staying indoors once a storm hits. “Don’t be out 
on the porch doing a typhoon party, or be on the beach watching the 
waves. That’s what gets people hurt,” she said. 

Even after a storm passes, she said, “a road could be flooded, power 
lines could go down. A lot of things could go wrong for you.” 

People can especially be fooled into thinking the storm is over if 
the calm eye passes over the island. As the back eye wall hits, “you go 
from calm to no-kidding winds immediately, sometimes even higher 


than before,” Tirschel said. 


Those living off base might note that Japanese people are out in 
their cars or walking even when TCCOR 1E has been declared. 

“Don’t do it,” Tirschel said. “They’re going to do their thing. The 
commander has directed you to stay inside for a reason.”

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Taliban command of Afohan terrain makes hghting conditions difficult

ZANGABAD, Afghanistan 
wo companies of American soldiers accom- 
panied Canadian forces on a recent four- 
day operation into Kandahar province’s 
Panjwayi district, where some of the sharp- 

est fighting has occurred against the Taliban insur- 
gency in southern Afghanistan. 

The American mission was to help secure a nar- 
row dirt track that led to the village of Mushan, 
about 10 kilometers to the west, where the Canadi- 
ans would tear down a small outpost that had been 
occupied since late 2006 by eight Canadian advisers 
and 60 Afghan soldiers. 

According to U.S. and Canadian officers, the 
small force had not been able to do much to coun- 
ter the Taliban in the area. The fort had been under 
frequent attack. So the troops would be pulled out 


as part of anew NATO strategy to reposition forces 
around Kandahar and other major population cen- 
ters in southern Afghanistan. 

By early afternoon on the third day, the mission 
was almost complete. The engineers had finished 
their work, and the armored column of more than 
400 Canadians, 200 Americans and 100 Afghans 
was beginning to move out. 

Then a Taliban bomb struck a Canadian tank, 
wounding two soldiers and putting the tank out of 
action. 

There was no way for the rest of the convoy to 
move around the wreckage. The high-walled com- 
pounds and deeply trenched opium and wheat fields 
along the road gave almost no room to maneuver. 
With most of the column bottled up behind the dis- 
abled tank, the convoy was stalled for most of an- 
other day as recovery specialists worked to extract 
the vehicle.

ZANGABAD, Afghanistan 
— On the second day of their op- 
eration, soldiers with 2nd Platoon 
were out on patrol again, not far 
from where they had gotten into a 
firefight with Taliban fighters the 
day before. 

Kiowa scout helicopters were 
overhead, keeping watch on two 
men who had been shadowing the 
platoon for a while. They were 
believed to be part of the group 
that had set up the previous day’s 
ambush. 

The platoon was nearing the 
end of the patrol when the lead 
squad entered a narrow alley set 
amid poppy fields and mud brick 
walls. 

The alley forced the soldiers 
to narrow into a single file. Cpl. 
Aaron Barrett, who was walking 
point, turned and told the soldier 
behind him, Spc. Chad Brown, to 
keep his eyes sharp and be pre- 
pared for a close ambush.

The alley curved. As soon as 
Barrett went around the curve, 
two Taliban fighters opened up 
on him and Brown from no more 
than 10 to 15 feet away. 

Barrett, 31, of South Bend, Ind., 
dove for cover behind a stump 
when the barrage started. 

“T was trying to get as small as 
possible,” he said, recounting the 
events a few days later. 

Brown, who was carrying an 
M-249 light machine gun, was just 
behind Barrett in the file. He hit 
the dirt and began returning fire. 

“We wanted to break contact, 
but the Taliban fire was too in- 
tense,” said Brown, 24, of Jack- 
sonville, Fla. 

The Taliban had Barrett caught 


in acrossfire. One fighter with an 
AK-47 rifle was crouched behind 
a low wall, just to his front. An- 
other was firing a PKM machine 
gun at him from down an alley to 
his left. 

Taliban gunshots were crack- 
ing all around him, so close “I 
could feel the heat from the bar- 
rel and the pressure from the 
[muzzle blast] coming by my 
face,” Barrett recalled. 

“Tf I had gotten up and started 
to move, I’d have been hosed with 
bullets.” 

He was so close he found 
himself staring directly into 
the enemy’s eyes. The two Tal- 
iban fighters, he said, appeared 
“happy” that they were shooting 
at the Americans. 

“They didn’t show any fear, 
that’s for sure,” he said. 

But then the PKM jammed, 
and the fighter in the alley took 
off running. At that point, Barrett 
looked back and saw Sgt. Zachary

Terrain: U.S. advantages offset

“It’s amazing that 10 dudes with shovels 
can stop a whole battalion,” said Capt. Chris 
Brawley, commander of Company A, 2nd Bat- 
talion, 2nd Infantry Regiment, commenting 
on how a single Taliban bomb had brought the 
convoy to a halt. 

The column moved safely out of the area 
the next morning. Soldiers with Company A 
engaged in three firefights, but suffered no 
casualties. A soldier from Company D had 
been slightly injured in a blast, one of several 
bombs that had either exploded or been found 
along the route. 

By any measure, the mission had been a 
success, but it bore out a fundamental chal- 
lenge that U.S. and other NATO forces face in 
southern Afghanistan: While western troops 
have the technology, the Taliban own the 
terrain. 

Although U.S. and NATO troops enjoy the 
edge over the Taliban in almost every respect 
— superior weapons, communications gear, 
tanks, armored vehicles, artillery and air 
support by fighters, bombers, helicopters and 
unmanned drones — those tactical advan- 
tages are often offset by terrain that favors 
guerrilla tactics and a lightly armed, highly 
maneuverable enemy. 

“The fighting conditions here are amaz- 
ingly difficult,” said Brawley, 28, of Ellington, 
Mo. “The enemy pretty much has free rein 
down here, and there’s just endless places to 
hide.” 


One way in, one way out 


Another complicating factor in the Mushan 
operation was that “there’s only one way in, 
and there’s one way out,” said Brawley, allow- 
ing the Taliban to detonate bombs along the 
route that were probably buried weeks and 
months ago. 

Panjwayi district lies about 40 kilometers 
southwest of the provincial capital of Kanda- 
har and has long been considered a Taliban 
stronghold. During Operation Medusa in 
2006, Canadian and other NATO forces fought 
one of the bloodiest battles so far of the eight- 
year-old Afghan war in Panjwayi and nearby 
Zhari district. 

The area is heavily cultivated with wheat, 
grapes, opium, marijuana and other crops. 
The fields are partitioned by thick mud walls, 
and irrigation ditches crisscross the land- 
scape like a maze. A group of soldiers on pa- 
trol in a grape field can suddenly drop six to 
10 feet into a series of trenches in which an 
enemy can move undetected. 

Rows of open slats in the two-story struc- 
tures the soldiers refer to as “grape huts” offer 
the Taliban ready-made firing ports that they

use to fire 
on NATO 
forces from 
concealed 
positions. 
The thick 
mud walls of the buildings can withstand mul- 
tiple hits from all but the heaviest ordnance. 

“The enemy] definitely has the advantage 
down here,” said Company A 1st Sgt. Christo- 
pher Kowalewski, 36, of Chicago. “[Despite] 
all of the technology that we have — all of our 
helicopters — he still has the advantage down 
here.”

3 gunbattles in 2 days 


Soldiers from Company A engaged in three 
gunbattles with Taliban fighters over a two- 
day period during the Mushan operation. An 
estimated 10 fighters ambushed about 30 sol- 
diers on the first day, keeping them pinned 
down for about two hours. The firefight ended 
only after American troops called for mortar 
and artillery fire, support from Kiowa heli- 
copter gunships and, finally, an airstrike. 

At one point, the Taliban were firing on the 
Americans from three sides. First Lt. Ashton 
Ballesteros, of 3 Delta platoon, said Canadian 
troops familiar with Taliban tactics in the 
area had told him the fighters typically “clo- 
verleaf” around NATO forces during a fight, 
probing for weak spots. 

“That’s exactly what they were trying to do 
to us,” said Ballesteros, 24, of Grayson, Ga. 

U.S. mortar teams fired more than 30 
rounds of 60 mm high explosives and nearly 
30 rounds of white-phosphorous smoke, ac- 
cording to Staff Sgt. Jason Calman, 27, of Las 


Vegas. Fire batteries at a nearby Canadian 
camp fired nearly 30 rounds of high-explo- 
sive 155 mm artillery rounds and another 18 
rounds of white-phosphorous smoke. A NATO 
jet dropped a 500-pound bomb. 

The soldiers used the smoke to cover their 
retreat. They made their way back to their 
patrol base through fields of wheat, opium 
and grapes, the latter with trenches that were 
deeper than the soldiers were tall. 

“You could sit out an artillery barrage in 
this stuff and probably survive everything but 
a direct hit,” one soldier said during a short 
rest break. 

A second gunbattle broke out a couple of 
kilometers to the south when 2nd Platoon of 
Company A was ambushed by another group 
of Taliban fighters. The platoon was hit for a 
second time the next day not more than 100 
meters from its patrol base. 

An Afghan man with a child was spotted 
several times at various points during the 
second day’s action. The soldiers believed the 
man was acting as spotter for the Taliban and 
using the child as a shield. 

“They know we’re not going to shoot him 
when he’s with a kid,’ said 1st Lt. Jared 
Wagner, 25, of Hillsborough, N.J. “It’s 
frustrating.” 

With so much Taliban activity around 
Zangabad and Mushan, Brawley predicted 
that NATO forces would have to “retake this 
whole area” at some point. 

With Canadian forces scaling back their 
presence in Panjwayi and with more Ameri- 
can forces coming into the south, that job will 
very likely fall to U.S. troops.

Swelfer, charging up the 
narrow alley, firing his M-4 
rifle. 

Swelfer, 27, of Merrillville, 
Ind., who had been about 
100 feet back in the file, 
couldn’t pinpoint the source 
of the Taliban fire, but he 
knew Barrett was in serious 
trouble. 

“He was pinned down 
bad,” Swelfer said. “I wanted 
to get him out of there.” 

The enemy fire was con- 
stant, with Taliban bullets 
whizzing past as Swelfer ran 
forward. 

“T don’t know how I made 
it up through that alley,” he 
said. “There were rounds all 
over the place.” 

Barrett was already up on 
one knee, preparing to throw 
a fragmentation grenade 
when Swelfer reached him. 
Barrett waited a few seconds, 
cooking the grenade off, then 
tossed it over the low wall to 
the front while Swelfer shot 
another M-203 grenade round 
down the alley from where 
the PKM had been firing. 

After the grenade explod- 
ed, the enemy fire was sup- 
pressed, at least temporarily. 

“That’s when Swelfer and I 
looked at each other and said, 
‘We got to get the [expletive] 
out of here,’ ” Barrett said. 

They fell back as Brown 
and others poured on cover- 
ing fire. The soldiers peeled 
off into a compound about 20 
to 30 yards down the alley 
and took cover. But they 
were soon taking fire again, 
this time from several posi- 
tions to the south. 

“Tt was a little nerve-rack- 
ing,” Barrett said. “At that 
point, I went into self-preser- 
vation mode, and just started 
laying down rounds.” 

The soldiers were caught 
in a maze of alleys and mud- 
brick buildings, any one of 
which could provide enemy 
cover. Farther down the alley, 
Staff Sgt. Jeff Ackermann 
tossed another grenade over 
a wall where he believed 
fighters were hiding. 

“There were so many 
places people could’ve just 
popped out of,” he said. 

The Kiowa gunships that 
had been circling overhead 
began to pound the Taliban 
positions with .50-caliber 
machine gun fire and Hell- 
fire missiles. 

“It was a welcome sight to 
see them lighting that place 
up,” said Brown, the machine 
gunner. 

The platoon was able to 
break contact. 

Capt. Chris Brawley, the 
company commander, said 
he plans to recommend that 
the soldiers and several oth- 
ers receive commendations 
for valor. 

The most important thing, 
Swelfer said, is they all sur- 
vived. “It was intense, that’s 
for sure,” he said. “But we’re 
all alive, and we all made it 
back.”

tests infected patients

MURFREESBORO, Tenn. 
— Former patients who tested 
positive for HIV or hepatitis will 
not be able to show they were in- 
fected by tainted equipment at 
U.S. Department of Veterans Af- 
fairs hospitals, a top doctor for 
the agency said Friday. 

Dr. Jim Bagian, the VA’s chief 
patient safety officer, said the pa- 
tients won’t be able to prove they 
were even exposed to improp- 
erly sterilized endoscopic equip- 
ment. The equipment is used for 
colonoscopies and ear, nose and 
throat procedures. It was discov- 
ered in December that equipment 
was either not properly cleaned 
or set up. 

Five patients have tested posi- 
tive for HIV and 33 have tested 
positive for hepatitis since Feb- 
ruary, when the VA started no- 
tifying more than 11,000 people 
treated at three VA medical cen- 
ters to get follow-up blood checks 
because they could have been 
exposed to infectious body 
fluids. The hospitals are in 
Miami, Murfreesboro, Tenn., 
and Augusta, Ga. 

The blood tests are con- 
tinuing. The agency has 
stressed that the posi- 
tive results for the 
diseases might not 
have come from the 
VA’s problems with 
dirty equipment.

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Navy says 17 sailors 
infected by swine flu

WASHINGTON — _ The 
number of sailors with swine 
flu has jumped to 17 from just 
a handful last week, the Navy 
said Friday. 

Navy spokesman Lt. Cmdr. 
John M. Daniels said the num- 
ber spiked when 11 suspected 
cases from the USS Dubuque 
were confirmed. 

The Navy had announced 
Tuesday that it was cancel- 
ing the deployment of the San 
Diego-based ship after one 
member of the crew fell ill. 

The 11 new confirmed 
cases were among 50 people 
whom the Navy said at that 


time were showing symptoms 
and being treated with the 
anti-viral drug Tamiflu. 

The ship was scheduled 
to leave June 1 for the South 
Pacific. 

All of the 17 infected sailors 
are in the San Diego area. 

They include one at Naval 
Hospital Camp _ Pendleton, 
one at Naval Base San Diego, 
two at Naval Air Station North 
Island and one at the Naval 
Special Warfare Center. 

The Navy is watching one 
Virginia case — the child 
of a sailor at the Navy Envi- 
ronmental and Preventive 
Medicine unit at Norfolk is 
reportedly infected.

WASHINGTON — President Barack 
Obama will visit Egypt on June 4 to deliver 
a long-planned speech aimed at convinc- 
ing Muslims worldwide that the U.S. isn’t 
at war with their faith. 

Egypt is a strategic but politically risky 
choice for such a venue. With more than 83 
million people, it’s the most populous na- 
tion in the Middle East. 

However, the Egyptian government, led 
by 81-year-old President Hosni Mubarak, 
is widely criticized for its authoritarian 
rule, corruption and human rights abuses, 
issues that are likely to provoke criticism 
of Obama’s choice to speak there, and that

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will require him to walk a careful line be- 
tween promoting democratic values and 
criticizing his host. 

The speech is expected to be delivered 
in Cairo, historically an Arabic center of 
intellectual thought in the Muslim world, 
but the location hasn’t been finalized, ac- 
cording to White House Press Secretary 
Robert Gibbs. 

Gibbs called Egypt “a country that in 
many ways represents the heart of the 
Arab world” and said the speech won’t be 
aimed at Muslim leaders so much as it will 
be at the populace. 

It represents “a continuing effort by this 
president and this White House to demon- 
strate how we can work together to ensure 
the safety and security and the future well- 
being through hope and opportunity of the 


children of this country and of the Muslim 
world,” he said. 

The State Department’s most recent 
human rights report said Mubarak’s re- 
gime routinely abuses human and political 
rights, employing torture, detaining hun- 
dreds of people without charges or trial, 
including political opponents, restricting 
freedom of speech and the press, and rig- 
ging elections. 

“The government’s respect for human 
rights remained poor, and serious abuses 
continued in many areas,” the report for 
2008 said. 

Gibbs acknowledged that “the issues of 
democracy and human rights... are on the 
president’s mind,” and said “we’ll have a 
chance to discuss those in more depth on 
the trip.”

June 5: In Germany, Obama will

On Independence Day, that 
little boy and all others who want 
to climb to the crown just need to 
get in line. On Friday, U.S. Secre- 
tary of the Interior Ken Salazar 
was on Ellis Island to announce 
the reopening of the crown. 

“The deal is done,” Salazar said 
at a news conference, as he stood 
on a makeshift stage near Ellis 
Island’s seawall. 

“The great birthday pres- 
ent for the American people, on 
July Fourth, is that we will once 
again be able to have one of the 
most awesome experiences in the 
world.” 

The crown has been closed 
since the Sept. 11, 2001, attacks,

when the nation took extraordi- 
nary steps to secure monuments 
considered vulnerable national 
security targets. The pedestal re- 
opened after major renovations in 
2004. At present, visitors can walk 
up only through the pedestal. 

Concerns about the safety of 
the crown had surfaced well be- 
fore Sept. 11. Most alarming was 
that it was accessible only by a 
narrow, 168-step staircase that 
posed a danger in the event of a 
fire, a terrorist attack or other 
emergency. 

“We cannot eliminate all the 
risk of climbing to the crown, but 
we are taking steps to make it 
safer,” Salazar said. 

At Ellis Island, Salazar and 
other officials said the crown is 
too important to keep shuttered. 

More than 12 million immi- 
grants entered the country be- 
tween 1892 and 1954 through 
Ellis Island, and some 40 percent 
of American citizens can trace a 
family connection to it. 

Lady Liberty, he added, has 
been a symbol of the promise of 
America since 1886. 

“Protecting her is a sacred 
trust,” Salazar said.

NEW YORK — The mayor and a top state 
lawmaker on Friday called for a meeting to 
resolve a power struggle at ground zero, with 
growing momentum to build fewer skyscrap- 
ers than planned in an uncertain economy. 

Mayor Michael Bloomberg invited the gov- 
ernors of New York and New Jersey, Assem- 
bly Speaker Sheldon Silver, the agency that 
owns ground zero and trade center developer 
Larry Silverstein to a meeting at his mansion 
this week. 

The developer and the Port Authority of 
New York and New Jersey are in stalled, bit- 
ter talks to renegotiate Silverstein’s lease at 
the site for the second time since the Sept. 11, 
2001, terrorist attacks. 


Silverstein has rights to build three of five 
planned office towers and controls develop- 
ment on the eastern half of the site, where 
the Port Authority is building a $3.2 billion 
transit hub. The Port Authority is building a 
1,776-foot tower and has rights to another. 

Silverstein has asked the agency to back fi- 
nancing for all three of his towers. The agen- 
cy has agreed to back at least one. 

The standoff threatens to delay already 
pushed-back deadlines for all of Silverstein’s 
towers, the hub and the Sept. 11 memorial. 

Silver on Friday called the delays “an em- 
barrassment to our city, our state and to the 
nation.” 

“For whatever reason, the dynamic has 
broken down again. We cannot afford to halt 
negotiations, to continuously alter and re- 


alter our plans,” he added. 

Silver said he backed construction of at 
least two of Silverstein’s towers, in addition 
to the 1,776-foot One World Trade Center 
tower being built by the Port Authority. 

Gov. David Paterson and the Port Author- 
ity issued separate statements appearing to 
back more modest rebuilding plans. 

A spokeswoman for New Jersey Gov. Jon S. 
Corzine said Friday Corzine encourages any 
move to speed up construction. 

The five towers, part of a master plan de- 
signed in 2003, would replace the 10 million 
square feet of office space destroyed on Sept. 
11, 2001. Officials have touted the rebuilding 
as a sign of the city’s defiance of terrorism 
and an investment in its financial district. 





Body found 
fits Georgia 
professor's 

description

ATHENS, Ga. — Police 
believe they found the body 
Saturday of a University of 
Georgia professor accused 
of killing his wife and two 
other people at a communi- 
ty theater two weeks ago. 

Two guns were found 
with the body, purposely 
hidden by dirt and brush, 
that fit the description 
of marketing professor 
George Zinkhan, said Ath- 
ens-Clarke County Police 
Chief Joseph Lumpkin 
said. The weapons were 
consistent with the guns 
used in the April 25 shoot- 
ings near the university. 

“There’s nothing to in- 
dicate to us that it’s not 
him,” said Jim Fullington 
of the Georgia Bureau of 
Investigation. 

The body was discovered 
about a mile from where 
Zinkhan’s Jeep was found 
wrecked and abandoned 
in a ravine a week ago. Au- 
thorities hoped to have a 
positive identification and 
cause of death by the end of 
the day, but didn’t immedi- 
ately release details about 
how they thought he died. 

Cadaver dogs found the 
body in thick woods about 
10 miles west of Athens 
in Bogart, where Zinkhan 
had a home. Searchers 
had been looking in the 
area since the Jeep was 
discovered. 

Zinkhan has been miss- 
ing since police say he 
opened fire on a reunion 
for a local theater group. 

The shooting vic- 
tims were identified as 
Zinkhan’s’ wife Marie 
Bruce, 47; Ben Teague, 63; 
and Tom Tanner, 40. Two 
others were injured by bul- 
let fragments.

Japan, Australia latest to fall to swine

TOKYO — Japanese authori- 
ties scrambled Saturday to track 
travelers who arrived on the 
same flight as three people di- 
agnosed with the country’s first 
confirmed cases of swine flu.

The authorities 
said at least 13 people — believed 
to be separate from the reported 
11 the ministry was still inves- 
tigating — had gone on to other 
destinations in transit from that 
flight, and efforts were under 
way to contact them through the 
World Health Organization.

Pope thanked 
for effort to 
mend rift

AMMAN, Jordan — The top 
religious adviser to Jordan’s king 
thanked Pope Benedict XVI on 
Saturday for expressing regret 
after a speech three years ago that 
many Muslims deemed insulting 
to Islam’s Prophet Muhammad. 

Prince Ghazi bin Mohammed 
spoke after giving Benedict a tour 
of the biggest mosque in Amman, 
his second visit to a Muslim place 
of worship since becoming pope 
in 2005. Benedict is in Jordan on 
his first Middle East tour in which 
he hopes to improve strained ties 
with both Muslims and Jews. 

The pope angered many in the 
Muslim world in 2006 when he 
quoted a Medieval text that char- 
acterized some of Muhammad’s 





to trace all those who came into 
contact with the infected Japa- 
nese, who visited Ontario on a 
home-stay program with about 
30 other students. 

Public broadcaster NHK TV 
urged people who were aboard 
the flight to call a special tele- 
phone number for consultations.

The woman, who was in her 30s 
and had other health problems, 
died April 28. 

Officials said she had not left 
the country recently but could not 
confirm whether she was in con- 
tact with anyone who had recent- 
ly returned from Mexico, where 
swine flu has hit hardest. Dr. 
Andre Corriveau, Alberta’s chief 
health officer, said 300 people 
who attended the woman’s wake 
were being monitored for signs of 
the illness. 

The World Health Organiza- 
tion has said based on past out- 
breaks, it is possible that a third 
of the world’s population, or about 
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2 billion people, could become in- 
fected if this outbreak turns into a 
two-year pandemic. Independent 
experts agreed it was possible but 
pointed out that many would not 
show any symptoms. 

People with chronic illnesses 
are at greatest risk for severe ill- 
ness from the flu, along with the 
elderly and young children. So 
far, most of those with the swine 
flu in the U.S. and Mexico have 
been young adults. 

A report by the U.S. Centers 
for Disease Control and Preven- 
tion said America’s two swine flu 
deaths — a toddler and a pregnant 
woman who both died in Texas — 
each suffered from several other 
illnesses when they were infected 
with the virus. 

Australia reported its first case 
on Saturday in a woman it said 
was no longer infectious. She first 
noticed her symptoms while trav- 
eling in the U.S., federal Health 
Minister Nicola Roxon told 
reporters. 

New Zealand — the first country 
in the Asia-Pacific region to con- 
firm cases — reported two more 
on Saturday for a total of seven. 
Mexico announced Saturday its 
death toll had climbed to 48.

S. Africans jubilant as Zuma steps in

PRETORIA, South Africa 
— Jacob Zuma became president 
of Africa’s economic powerhouse 
Saturday, vowing to work to fulfill 
the dreams of all South Africans 
after he overcame corruption and 
sex scandals to reach the nation’s 
highest office. 

Tens of thousands of spectators 
at Zuma’s inauguration screamed 
their approval of Zuma, whose 
popularity rivals only that of Nel- 
son Mandela. 

“The dreams and hopes of all 
the people of our country must 
be fulfilled,’ Zuma _ promised. 
“There is no place for compla- 
cency, no place for cynicism, no 
place for excuses.” 

South Africa’s fourth president 
since apartheid ended 15 years 
ago is no stranger to struggle. 
Zuma, 67, is a former guerrilla 
fighter and intelligence chief of 
the African National Congress 
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who has since survived corrup- 
tion and sex scandals and an in- 
ternal power struggle within his 
party. 

Zuma was jailed for 10 years on 
Robben Island, alongside Mande- 
la, and spent 15 years in exile. 

Zuma now leads a country 
where at least a quarter of the 
work force is unemployed and 
1,000 people die of AIDS every 
day. He is promising to speed 
up delivery of houses, clinics, 
schools and running water. 

On Saturday, he acknowledged 
the “difficult economic times” 
and that “we are beginning to 
feel the pinch.” But he said “the 
foundations of our economy are 
strong and we need to continue to 
build on them.” 

Sydney Mokoena, a 48-year-old 
Pretoria high school teacher said 
he admired Zuma for the calm he 
showed during his legal battles 
over corruption allegations.

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Launching microbes 


Foot-long satellite to test how yeast responds 
to medications while orbiting in space

SAN JOSE, Calif. — Millions of microbe 
astronauts are being launched into space 
aboard a NASA satellite. 

These germs are part of a mission led 
by the NASA Ames Research Center at 
California’s Moffett Field to study how 
floating in space alters a medication’s 
effectiveness. 

On earth, doctors prescribe drugs to 
cure infections caused by microbes such 
as bacteria and yeast. The NASA team’s 
goal is to understand how these germs re- 
spond to treatment in outer space. 

Previous space experiments have sug-

Yost and his team will measure 
the extent of these microbes’ resis- 
tance to drugs on a new Satellite called 
PharmaSat. 

“It’s a big crew safety issue,” Yost said. 
“Tf you have to maintain the health of peo- 
ple on a long space mission, the flight doc- 
tors need to know how to prescribe drugs 
appropriately.” 

After decades of space travel, scientists 
have observed that space changes human 
biology. When astronauts go on long space 
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missions, they ex- 

perience muscle 

atrophy, loss of 
bone density and 

a weakening of 

their immune 
systems. 
Scientists believe 
the reduced _ grav- 
ity and higher levels 
of radiation in space 
cause these changes. But 
they have little information 
about how these conditions 
affect other organisms, such as 
germs, that can infect humans. 
One effect of space’s extreme con- 
ditions on microbes could be an in- 
creased resistance to drugs. 

The NASA team decided to study brew- 
er’s yeast. Although these microbes are 
harmless to humans, they are a model for 
other germs that cause disease, Yost said. 

The experiment will last only 100 hours 
and take place within the foot-long Phar- 
maSat satellite. 

“Everyone affectionately says it’s about 
the size of a loaf of bread,” said project

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manager Elwood Agasid. 

After launching from NASA’s Wallop 
Flight Center in Virginia on a Minotaur 1 
rocket, PharmaSat will separate from the 
rocket and begin its orbit 285 miles above 
Earth. As the craft races through space at 
17,000 mph, NASA scientists will wake the 
dormant yeast with a shot of food. 

Once the microbes start reproducing at 
a healthy rate, the satellite will start add- 
ing doses of an anti-fungal drug known 
to kill the microbes on Earth. Pharma- 
Sat will record how much yeast survives 
over time and beam the data back down to 
scientists. 

Meanwhile, scientists on the ground will 
perform the same experiment in a labora- 
tory and compare the death rates of the or- 
biting and Earth-bound yeast. 

Although scientists will stop collect- 
ing data after six months, PharmaSat will 
remain in orbit to test the capabilities of 
small orbiting satellites for future biology 
experiments. The satellite will re-enter the 
Earth’s atmosphere and burn up in four 
years, Yost said.

Some shoppers starting to splurge

NEW YORK — As. they 
watched stocks rally last month, 
Matt Rizzetta and his fiancee 
Daniela Papandrea loosened up 
their wedding and home renova- 
tion budgets. 

They’re springing for fan- 
cier flowers and seafood as well 
as chicken. They’ll spend two 
extra days on their honeymoon 
in Greece. And they’re getting 
granite countertops installed in 
their kitchen in their new house. 

Shoppers tired of fretting about 
every expense are starting to 
treat themselves again — albeit 
just a bit — amid tentative signs 
that the economy may be stabiliz- 
ing. These splurges — dining on 
steak instead of a hamburger or 
buying a coveted handbag — are 
providing a little relief to busi- 
nesses that are still suffering as 
spending remains weak.

April had the biggest jump since 
November 2005. Warmer weather 
and a stock market rally have all 
helped make consumers feel bet- 
ter about spending. 

“T have this feeling that people 
were tired of holding back,” said 
Thierry Beaud, owner of Pis- 
tache, a French bistro in West 
Palm Beach, Fla. 

Revenues are up just slightly, 
he said. Still, he added, “I am not 
planning for an immediate re- 
covery. We are still very cautious 
about how we are handling our 
business.” 

Consumer spending grew by 
2.2 percent in the first quarter 
of the year, the government said 
in late April, the biggest gain in 
two years. Gallup, which inter- 
views about 1,000 people every 
day, points to spending stabilizing 
since February after a precipitous 
drop since last summer. Shoppers 
told Gallup they spent $57 on av- 
erage per day on discretionary 
items like clothing and gadgets 
over the most recent 14-day pe- 
riod — a much more stable figure 
than the $15 to $20 declines in 
average spending that Gallup had 
found in recent months. 

“If you have kept your job and 
your income, you are tired of 
being so frugal,’ said Marshal 
Cohen, chief industry analyst 
at market research firm NPD 
Group Inc. 

Elizabeth Anderson, who runs 
a public relations company in 
Waco, Texas, is still sticking to 
new habits like shopping for gro- 
ceries at Wal-Mart rather than 
pricier local chains and buying 
store-brand ice cream and sand- 
wich bags for her family. 

But tired of $60 haircuts she 
didn’t like and wearing shoes that 
gave her bunions, she just spent 
$700 on two pairs of designer 
pumps and is back with her regu- 
lar $300 hairdresser — with no 
regrets.

Dressing down Army uniform

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Why are bankers 
treated as royalty? 


uring his most recent press confer- 
[=< President Barack Obama said 

that he’s been “sobered by the fact 
that change in Washington comes slow” 
and “humbled by the fact that the presi- 
dency is extraordinarily powerful, but we 
are just part of a much broader tapestry of 
American life and there are a lot of differ- 


: ent power centers.” 
Arianna Well, one of those dif- 
Huffington ferent power centers — 


the entrenched special 
interests that continue 
to call so many shots 
on Capitol Hill — is the 
main reason change in 
D.C. comes so slow. ... 

[D]lespite all that 
I know about the re- 
form-killing power un- 
leashed by the nexus 
of lobbying, campaign 
cash and legislation, I 
have been flabbergast- 
ed by the amount of behind-the-scenes 
influence recently being wielded by the 
banking lobby. 

In the past few weeks, the bankers and 
their lobbyists — who you might have 
reasonably thought would be the political 
equivalent of lepers in the halls of power 
these days — have kneecapped substantive 
bankruptcy reform in the Senate, helped 
pull the plug on a government-brokered 
deal with Chrysler, and tried feverishly to 
throw up a roadblock in the way of credit- 
card reform in the House. 

You heard me right. America’s bankers 
— those wonderful folks who brought us 
the economic meltdown — are still being 
treated as Beltway royalty by those in 
Congress. 

According to Sen. Dick Durbin, the 
banks “are still the most powerful lobby 
on Capitol Hill. And they frankly own the 
place.” 

When it comes to reforming our finan- 
cial system, we are truly through the look- 
ing glass. I mean, since when did it become 
“to the vanquished go the spoils”? How do 
the same banks that have repeatedly come 
to Washington over the last eight months 
with their hats in their hands, asking for 
billions to rescue them from their cata- 
strophic mistakes, somehow still “own the 
place’? 

But the banks continue to be rewarded 
for their many failures. 

Let’s start with bankruptcy reform. The 
banks scored a lopsided victory when the 
Senate rejected an amendment that would 
have allowed homeowners facing foreclo- 
sure to renegotiate their mortgages under 
the guidance of a bankruptcy judge. The 
measure would have helped 1.7 million 
homeowners keep their houses, and pre- 





served an additional $300 billion in home 
equity. 

Given the tidal wave of foreclosures that 
have so destabilized our economy, this 
seems like a no-brainer piece of legisla- 
tion. ... 

But the banking lobbyists went after 
it with guns a-blazing. ... The final tally: 
Bankers 51, Consumers 45. ... 

The shocking swagger of those in the 
financial sector was also evident in the ne- 
gotiations that resulted in the announce- 
ment that Chrysler would file for Chapter 
11 bankruptcy. 

For much of the back-and-forth between 
Chrysler, its lenders and the Treasury 
Department, those lenders (comprising 
banks, including Goldman Sachs, Citi- 
group and JP Morgan — all recipients of 
bailout money — and private equity firms) 
were playing hardball. They repeatedly 
rejected attempts by Treasury to get them 
to lower the amount of Chrysler’s debt. ... 

Picture this for a moment. On one side 
you have the Treasury, which has helped 
funnel tens of billions of dollars to these 
banks, making what it considers an eq- 
uitable proposal. On the other side, you 
have the bankers, the recipients of that 
government largess, showing their grati- 
tude by scoffing at Treasury’s proposal 
and demanding a much, much better deal. 
Clearly, Goldman has gotten way too used 
to sweetheart deals like the 100-cents-on- 
the-dollar payout it received as part of the 
AIG bailout. ... 

As for credit-card reform, the House’s 
resounding 357-70 passage of Carolyn 
Maloney’s Credit Card Holders’ Bill of 
Rights would seem like a rare defeat for 
the banking lobbyists, who furiously op- 
posed it. But a number of elements of the 
legislation demonstrate that even when the 
bankers lose, they still win. For instance, 
despite the desperate urgency of the situ- 
ation, all but one of the consumer-friendly 
provisions of the bill won’t take effect for a 
year. And the bill doesn’t contain any cap 
on credit-card interest rates. ... And, of 
course, the bankers will get another crack 
at derailing credit-card reform when the 
Senate takes up its version of the bill, spon- 
sored by Chris Dodd, later this month. 

So no matter how badly the banking in- 
dustry fails and how much its failures cost 
us, it continues to be Washington’s 800- 
pound gorilla — and the greatest risk to 
Barack Obama’s presidency. 

At his press conference, Obama _ be- 
moaned the fact that he “can’t just press a 
button and suddenly have the bankers do 
exactly what I want.” It’s too bad the same 
can’t be said for the bankers, who keep 
pressing Congress’ buttons, and getting 
pretty much what they want. 
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Japan's tactics worse 
than waterboarding 


are noticeably short on facts. 
Liberals try to disguise the utter 
wussification of our interrogation tech- 
niques by constantly prattling on about 
“the banality of evil.” 

Um, no. In this case, it’s actually the ba- 
nality of the banal. 

Start with the fact that the average 
Gitmo detainee has 
gained 20 pounds in 
captivity. There’s even 
a medical term for it 
now: “the Gitmo gut.” 
Some prisoners have 
been heard whisper- 
ing, “If you think Allah 
is great, you should try 
these dinner rolls.” 

In terms of “tor- 
ture,” there was “the 
attention grasp,” which 
you have seen in every 
department store you 
have ever been where a mother was trying 
to get her misbehaving child’s attention. If 
“the attention grasp” doesn’t work, the in- 
terrogators issue a stern warning: “Don’t 
make me pull this car over.” 

Farther up the parade of horribles was 
“walling,” which I will not describe except 
to say Eliot Spitzer paid extra for it. 

And for the most hardened terrorists, 
CIA interrogators had “the caterpillar.” 
Evidently, the terrorists have gotten so fat 
on the food at Guantanamo, now they can’t 
even outrun a caterpillar. 

Contrary to MSNBC hosts who are 
afraid of bugs, water and their own shad- 
ows, waterboarding was most definitely 
not a “war crime” for which the Japanese 
were prosecuted after World War II — no 
matter how many times Mrs. Jonathan 
Turley, professor of cooking at George 
Washington University, says so. 

All MSNBC hosts and guests were ap- 
parently reading “Little Women” rather 
than military books as children and there- 
fore can be easily fooled about Japanese 
war crimes. (MSNBC: The Official Drama 
Queen Network of the 2012 Olympics.) 

Given what the Japanese did to prison- 
ers, waterboarding would be a reward for 
good behavior. It might be: waterboarding 
plus amputating the prisoner’s healthy 
arm, or waterboarding plus killing the 
prisoner. But waterboarding on the order 
of what we did at Guantanamo would be a 
reward in a Japanese POW camp. 

To claim that the Japanese — architects 
of the Bataan Death March — were pros- 
ecuted for “waterboarding” would be like 
saying Ted Bundy was executed for engag- 
ing in sexual harassment. 

What the Japanese did to their POWs 
made even the Nazis blanch. The Japanese 


T= media wail about “torture,” but 
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routinely beheaded and bayoneted pris- 
oners; forced prisoners to dig their own 
graves and then buried them alive; am- 
putated prisoners’ healthy arms and legs, 
one by one, for sport; force-fed prisoners 
dry rice and then filled their stomachs 
with water until their bowels exploded; 
and injected them with chemical weap- 
ons in order to observe, time and record 
their death throes before dumping them in 
mass graves. 

While only 4 percent of British and 
American troops captured by German or 
Italian forces died in captivity, 27 percent 
of British and American POWs captured 
by the Japanese died in captivity. Japa- 
nese war crimes were so atrocious that 
even rape was treated as only a secondary 
war crime in the Tokyo trial, similar to 
what happens during an R. Kelly trial. 

The Japanese “water cure” was to “wa- 
terboarding” as practiced at Guantanamo 
what rape at knifepoint is to calling your 
secretary “honey.” 

The Japanese version of “waterboard- 
ing” was to fill the prisoner’s stomach with 
water until his stomach was distended 
— and then pound on his stomach, causing 
him to vomit. Or they would jam a stick into 
the prisoner’s nose so he could breathe only 
through his mouth and then pour water in 
his mouth so he would choke to death. Or 
they would “waterboard” the prisoner with 
salt water, which would kill him. 

Meanwhile, the alleged “torture” under 
the Bush administration consists of things 
like: “failing to respect a Serbian nation- 
al holiday” or “forgetting to wear plastic 
gloves while handling a Quran.” 

Finding out who started the tall tale 
about “waterboarding” being treated as a 
war crime after World War II would take 
the talents of a forensic historian, someone 
like Christina Hoff Sommers. After years 
of hearing the feminist “fact” that emer- 
gency room admissions for women beaten 
by their husbands soared by 40 percent 
on Super Bowl Sundays, Sommers traced 
it back to an unsubstantiated rumination 
erupting from a feminist rap session. 

But the lunatic claim was passed around 
with increasing credibility until it ended 
up being cited as hard fact in The New 
York Times, The Boston Globe and on 
“Good Morning America.” 

One of the earliest entries in the “wa- 
terboarding as war crimes” myth must be 
this October 2006 article in The Washing- 
ton Post, citing a case raised by Sen. Teddy 
Kennedy — and heaven knows Kennedy 
understands the horrors of a near-drown- 
ing: “Twenty-one years earlier, in 1947, 
the United States charged a Japanese of- 
ficer, Yukio Asano, with war crimes for 
carrying out another form of waterboard- 
ing on a U.S. civilian. The subject was 
strapped on a stretcher that was tilted so 
that his feet were in the air and head near 
the floor, and small amounts of water were 
poured over his face, leaving him gasping 
for air until he agreed to talk.” 

Even if that description of what Asano 
did were true — and it isn’t — the only 
relevant word in the entire paragraph is 
“civilian.” 

Any mistreatment of a civilian is a war 
crime. So every other part of that para- 
graph is utterly irrelevant to the treatment 
of prisoners of war, much less nonuni- 
formed enemy combatants at Guanta- 
namo, who could have been shot on sight 
under the laws of war. 

What Americans need to understand is, 
under liberals’ own “laws of war,” they will 
invent apocryphal incidents from history 
in order to give aid and comfort to Ameri- 
ca’s enemies and to undermine those who 
kept us safe for the past eight years.

Angela Deniece Dukes, 30, also 
lost her foster care license after a 
clean history of caring for three 
other children before the Feb. 8 
death of 9-month-old Curtis Wil- 
liams, officials with the Depart- 
ment of Social Services said. 

Dukes had been a foster mother 
for 11 months until the agency re- 
voked her license on the heels of a 
State Law Enforcement Division 
charge of misconduct toward a 
child. SLED director Reggie Lloyd 
said agents will consult with prose- 
cutors about upgrading the charge 
to homicide by child abuse. 

SLED filed the lesser charge 
because agents wanted to arrest 
Dukes as quickly as possible be- 
fore she went to work at Palmetto 
Health Richland, where she works 
with ailing children, Lloyd said. 


Boy returns backpack 
with $8,000 in cash 
ALTON — A 10-year-old 


i - boy picking up litter in a 


small New Hampshire town found 
a backpack stuffed with more than 
$8,000 cash. 

Arie Johnston was helping his 
grandmother with her town’s annu- 
al roadside cleanup when he spot- 
ted the burned backpack in Alton, 
about 90 miles north of Boston. He 
told the local newspaper, Foster’s 
Daily Democrat, his first thought 
was that someone had killed some- 
one for the money. 

Arie’s grandmother called the 
town clerk, who identified the 
bag’s owner based on documents 
found with the money. The owner 
was a woman who had lived across 
the street until a fire damaged her 
apartment last year. 

Police say the woman has since 
moved to Maine and has asked that 
her belongings be given to her sis- 
ter who lives in Alton.

Nearly 300 opponents signed a 
petition “voicing discontent” with 
the decision by the Board of Gov- 
ernors of the school, which has 
close to 6,000 students according 
to its Web site. A silent protest is 
planned during Ashcroft’s speech. 

Among the issues cited for the 
protest are Ashcroft’s opposition 
to gay marriage and his support of 
expanded interrogation techniques 
that critics equate with torture 
while leading the Justice Depart- 
ment after the Sept. 11 attacks.

According to the association, 
a female officer at the Oklahoma 
State Penitentiary in McAlester 
was strip-searched on April 2 by a 
female investigator searching for a 
tattoo of the Indian Brotherhood, 
an American Indian prison gang. 

The corrections officer acknowl- 
edged having tattoos but denied 
having one of the Indian Brother- 
hood, the association said. The in- 
vestigator asked her to display the 
tattoos, and the worker complied.

Investigators say the store’s co- 
owner, Rafaela Amini, buzzed the 
two into the store. 

Police say they doused her with 
pepper spray, knocked her to the 
ground and kicked her in the head. 
She was treated at a hospital and 
released. Police have made no 
arrests. 


Jury convicts infomercial 
pair on fraud charges 


ALEXANDRIA — A fed- 

eral jury has convicted 
two self-described stock-picking 
experts who touted their skills in 
late-night infomercials on fraud 
charges. 

Prosecutors charged Utah resi- 
dents Linda Woolf and David Gen- 
gler with passing themselves off 
as successful stock traders to per- 
suade consumers to spend tens of 
thousands of dollars on stock-pick- 
ing systems offered by a company 
called Teach Me to Trade. 

Tax records introduced during a 
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monthlong trial in Alexandria, Va., 
showed that Woolf lost money in 
the market while Gengler at best 
made a nominal profit. 

Defense lawyers accused the 
government of blurring the line 
between salesmanship and fraud. 

The jury deliberated for about 
three hours before convicting the 
pair on all seven counts.

Cejka up 2 on Poulter after two 
rounds of Players Championship

— Ian Poulter knows what to ex- 
pect on the weekend in The Play- 
ers Championship. 

The pressure is sure to increase 
as Alex Cejka, who is in the lead 
and two shots ahead of him, and 
Masters champion Angel Ca- 
brera, Tiger Woods and a host 
of others behind him try to walk 
the fine line between success and 
failure at the TPC Sawgrass. 

There is trouble everywhere, 
even on the holes where there is 
no water. 

The gallery, sparse by most 
counts on Friday, tends to flock 
to the course on the weekend and 
congregate around the carnival 
that is the island green for the 
par-3 17th. The volume goes up. 
The lights come on. 

The Englishman loves this kind 
of atmosphere. 

“I feel this is probably the 
fifth major,” Poulter said. “It’s 
a big tournament. There’s great 
crowds, and it’s set up very, very 
tough. I enjoy playing on the big 
stage.” 

For the moment, golf is a blast. 

It certainly felt like that in the 
second round to Cejka, who ran 
off three straight birdies early 
in the round to take the outright 
lead, added three more through 
the 11th hole to open a big lead

Castroneves clocks nearly 


225 mph in Indy qualifying

INDIANAPOLIS — Helio Castroneves took the 
provisional pole for the Indianapolis 500. 

The two-time Indy winner voided a qualify- 
ing effort that was third on the tentative grid and 
made the decision pay off with a four-lap average 
of 224.864 mph that knocked Penske Racing team- 
mate Ryan Briscoe’s 224.131 off the top spot for the 
May 24 race. 

Castroneves, who came back to racing last month 
after being acquitted of tax evasion charges, would 
give boss Roger Penske a record 15th Indianapolis 
pole if his speed held up through qualifying. 

Rookie Robert Doornbos had a tougher time, hit- 
ting the wall for the second time in as many days. 

The Dutch driver, in his backup car, spun and hit 
the wall in turn two on the 2.5-mile Indianapolis 
Motor Speedway oval. It’s almost the same spot he 
crashed his primary car Friday. 

Doornbos, who had gotten up to 222 mph in 10 
laps, was not injured. It was not immediately known 
if his Newman/Haas/Lanigan Racing team had an- 
other car available to drive in pole qualifying. 

The latest crash by Doornbos appeared to be 
a considerably harder contact with the wall than 
Friday. His car spun and slammed into the energy 
absorbing SAFER Barrier, severely damaging the 
left side of the Dallara. Ryan Hunter-Reay and Scott 
Sharp have also crashed since the start of practice 
Wednesday. Both drivers escaped injury and have 
moved to backup cars for the race May 24. 

Eleven of the 33 starting positions for the 500 
were up for grabs Saturday. Justin Wilson’s 220.934 
mph run was disqualified because of an unapproved 
weight location. 


Kenseth wins thanks to Kyle Busch’s flat 


DARLINGTON, S.C. — Kyle Busch’s flat tire with 
two laps left sent Matt Kenseth to his first Nation- 
wide Series victory of the season — and capped a 
record-setting day at Darlington Raceway. 

Busch led 143 laps and looked as if he would ease 
to victory Friday night. But a late collision between 
Scott Legasse Jr. and Joe Nemechek brought out 
the 10th caution and set up a two-lap sprint to the 
finish. 

That’s when Busch’s spotter noticed his right rear 
tire was flat, apparently because his car ran over 
debris. Busch tested the tire for several laps before 
rolling into the pits to loud cheers from Darlington 
fans. Kenseth, who set a track record to win the 
Southern 500 pole, still faced a green-white-check- 
ered finish. That, too, went his way when Morgan 
Shepherd spun out on the restart, ending the race. 


Williams’ attorneys to seek reversal 


SOMERVILLE, N.J. — Attorneys for Jayson Wil- 
liams say they’Il seek to have the former NBA star’s 
convictions for covering up a fatal shooting thrown 
out on grounds of racial bias. 

Attorney Joseph Hayden said in court Friday that 


he will seek a new trial on the cover-up counts. At 
issue is a racial slur used by a former employee of 
the Hunterdon County Prosecutor’s Office. 

Defense attorneys say the remark indicates racial 
bias in the investigation. 

Williams played nine seasons in the NBA for the 
New Jersey Nets and Philadelphia 76ers. He was 
convicted of four counts of covering up the shoot- 
ing death of a hired driver at his Hunterdon County 
mansion in 2002. 

His retrial on a reckless manslaughter count has 
been tentatively scheduled for January. 


Kings to talk to Jordan about returning 


SACRAMENTO, Calif. — The Sacramento Kings 
plan to interview former coach Eddie Jordan about 
a possible return to the club he briefly coached in 
the late 1990s. 

Jordan was fired by the Washington Wizards last 
November, early in his sixth season with the club. 
He coached in Sacramento from March 1997 until 
1998, when he was fired after going 33-64. 

The Kings confirmed their long-rumored inter- 
est in interviewing Jordan in a blog posting on their 
Web site late Friday night, saying president of bas- 
ketball operations Geoff Petrie hopes to speak with 
Jordan early next week. 

Sacramento fired interim coach Kenny Natt last 
month after the club finished an NBA-worst 17-65. 


Mets’ Manuel suspended for touching ump 


NEW YORK — Mets manager Jerry Manuel was 
suspended one game and fined for making contact 
with an umpire during an argument in a game 
Thursday night. 

Major League Baseball banned Manuel on Satur- 
day, and he was to sit out the afternoon game when 
the Mets host the Pittsburgh Pirates. The amount of 
the fine was not disclosed. 

On Thursday, Manuel argued with first-base um- 
pire Bill Welke three times during the Mets’ 7-5 vic- 
tory over the Philadelphia Phillies. He was ejected 
by Welke in the eighth following an obstruction call 
on Jose Reyes that let Shane Victorino slip out of a 
rundown. 

Welke said Manuel “brushed” his hat with the bill 
of his cap as he screamed in the umpire’s face. 


Safina wins first title as world’s No. 1 


ROME — Dinara Safina won her first title since 
taking over the No. 1 ranking, defeating fellow Rus- 
sian Svetlana Kuznetsova 6-3, 6-2 Saturday in the 
final of the Italian Open. 

Safina closed the 43-minute first set with a smash 
and won five consecutive games in the second as 
Kuznetsova committed a string of unforced errors. 

Safina took over the top ranking April 20, joining 
her older sibling Marat Safin as the only brother- 
sister duo to have been No. 1.

“It’s a tough game,” Woolley 
said. “I never thought I’d get here. 
You lose 80 percent of the time.” 

Woolley would know. The 
Derby was just his second victory 
of the year, a lengthy drought but 
hardly the lean times he endured 
two decades ago while trying 
to make a name for himself in 
training, after a series of injuries 
ended his rodeo career. 

“T went broke more than once,” 
he said. “That’s a story that’s not 
unfamiliar with most other train- 
ers. I done plenty of other things 
to pay bills. You do what it takes 
to survive.” 

For Woolley, it meant brand- 
ing cattle or galloping other peo- 
ple’s horses with a fearlessness 
gleaned from his painful stint 
riding bulls. ““He wouldn’t say no 
to anything,” said Mike Barber, 
a fellow trainer in New Mexico. 
“T’ve seen people lead up horses 
that were rank and unruly and he 
backed up what he said. If there 
was a horse that could throw him 
off, nobody else even wanted to 
try to ride him.” 

Not that Woolley would give 
anybody else the chance. One 
morning at La Mesa Park he put 
33 horses through their workouts, 
a feat Barber commemorated 
by painting a sign on the rail. 
That work ethic helped Woolley 
— nicknamed “Shifty” for rea- 
sons he laughingly can’t recall 
— establish himself as one of New 
Mexico’s most prominent horse- 
men. These days he keeps 25 to 
30 head at a time, though he’s 
careful not to let the operation get 
too unwieldy. He prefers to gallop 
all of his horses, but hasn’t been 
in the saddle since breaking his 
right leg in a motorcycle accident 
over the winter. 

A thrill-seeker who also has 
a taste for fast cars and hunt- 
ing, Woolley began his friend- 
ship with Mine That Bird owner 
Mark Allen during a bar fight 
25 years ago. “Mark was the one 
who started it,” Woolley said with 
a laugh. “That was his doing. It 
was tempting to let them whoop 
up on him. But at the same time I 
couldn’t let a fellow cowboy take a 
beating. So I got up and went and 
bailed in to help.” 

They won, eventually. “It took 
us a while,” Allen said. “We paid 
the next day. I wasn’t sure we 
were going to make it.” 

It’s been the same with horses. 

Allen has owned quarterhorses 
and thoroughbreds for years as 
part of his Double Eagle Ranch 
in Roswell, N.M., but didn’t start 
making a run at high-priced tal- 
ent until he landed a windfall 
from the sale of oil field-services 
business VECO Corp., owned by 
his father, Bill. 

Bill Allen pleaded guilty in 2007 
to bribing Alaska politicians, but 
in a plea deal won immunity for 
his son. Bill testified that his son 
paid off an unidentified legisla- 
tor, though prosecutors haven’t 
said whether they could have 
charged Mark Allen. Mark won’t 
talk about the case, but the money 
from the sale helped him become 
a more prominent horse player. 

It’s why he sent Woolley to 
Canada to look at Mine That Bird, 
who won the Sovereign Award 
as Canada’s top 2-year-old. The 


son of 2004 Belmont Stakes win- 
ner Birdstone carried a $400,000 
price. It wasn’t cheap, but it was a 
chance for an owner and a trainer 
who never ventured anywhere 
near the Kentucky Derby Trail. 

At first glance, Woolley wasn’t 
sure the horse was worth it. Mine 
That Bird was small, not even 16 
hands high. Even worse, his feet 
pointed out at 45 degree angles, 
making him run like a car out of 
alignment. Woolley spent a couple 
of days watching the horse train. 
Despite his troubling gait, Mine 
That Bird seemed to get over 
the ground easy. Plus, there was 
a hint of speed Woolley knew he 
could work with. 

Allen didn’t waste time putting 
his stable’s pricey new star to the 
test. A week after the sale, Allen 
sent Mine That Bird to Santa 
Anita for the Breeders’ Cup Juve- 
nile. It was a mistake. The horse 
faded badly in the stretch, finish- 
ing 12th. Things didn’t get better 
when Woolley brought him home 
to New Mexico. Mine That Bird 
didn’t win in two starts at Sun- 
land Park, including a distant 
fourth-place finish in the Sunland 
Derby on March 29. 

Woolley, figuring a trip to 
Churchill Downs was out of the 
question, planned to put the 
horse in the Lone Star Derby in 
Texas on May 9. Then a series of 
Derby defections — by injury or 
a change in plans — opened the 
door for Mine That Bird to slide 
into the 20-horse field, solely on 
the strength of winning Canada’s 
Grey Stakes seven months ago. 

Woolley didn’t care. Despite the 
so-so spring, he thought his horse 
might be sitting on a big race. “I 
told Mark ‘This horse is as good 
as he’s been in his life right now. 
If he’s ever going to take a shot, 
this is the time to do it,” Woolley 
said. So Woolley loaded the horse 
and drove nearly 1,500 miles to 
the backside at Churchill Downs. 
Their arrival went largely unno- 
ticed. Oddsmakers made Mine 
That Bird a long shot, and the few 
stories that trickled out about the 
horse focused more on Woolley’s 
broken right leg or the lengthy 
road trip to Kentucky than the 
horse’s chances of winning. 

“Tt got aggravating after about 
the first 6,000 times being asked 
about the trip,’ Woolley said. 
“That wasn’t what this was all 
about. This was about having a 
good horse, a damn good horse.” 

Mine That Bird proved it dur- 
ing the Derby, surging past the 
field in the last half-mile to win 
by 61/2 lengths, the widest mar- 
gin in more than 60 years. 

Baffert, who finished second 
in the Derby with Pioneerof the 
Nile, says he’s still shocked by the 
amazing move Mine That Bird 
put together along the rail under 
jockey Calvin Borel. 

The day after the Derby, Bar- 
ber was schooling a horse in the 
paddock at a track in New Mexico 
at 4 a.m. when the phone rang. It 
was Shifty. He needed to talk. 

“He said, ‘Please tell me I won 
the Kentucky Derby, that this 
isn’t a dream,” Barber said. “I 
told him, ‘I was just sitting here 
thinking the same thing, when 
are we going to wake up?’ I really 
got a kick out of that. I told him, 
‘Trust me. This is the real deal.’”’

Kadena’ Desmond 
Fagan had 64 yards on 18 carries, 
Harold Jackson, Veltris Patter- 
son and Reggie Clark recovered 
fumbles and Perry Davis blocked 
a punt. 

Foster 45, Torii 14: Dyamon 
Durant scored the last two times 
he touched the ball, on runs of 55 
and 49 yards, and finished with 
with 209 yards on 14 attempts for 
the Bulldogs, who recorded seven 
sacks and returned two of three 
interceptions for touchdowns. 

Misawa 8, Yokota 2: At Mi- 
sawa Air Base, Japan, the defend- 
ing champion Jets got 90 yards on 
four carries from Jamario Pat- 
terson, including a 7-yard first- 
quarter touchdown run, the only 
offensive points in what Yokota 
coach Herb Fletcher termed a 
“defensive struggle.” 

The only other points came via 
safeties. 
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“Tt’s my senior year, so it’s good 
to finally break it,” she said. “I 
was really nervous before run- 
ning, but got into the mind-set to 
give it all I’ve got since this is my 
senior year.” 

She didn’t start out the day with 
the goal of beating the 310 record. 
She said that her actual goal was 
to break the 400-meter record, 
which she also currently held. 

Later that day, she not only did 
that, winning the race, but also 
claimed first place in the 100- 
meter hurdles missing another 
record by .5 seconds. 

“T’m so happy. I’ve been trying 
to break it (the 400-meter record) 
since sophomore year,” she said, 
explaining that trying to beat her 
own record was “more mental 
than anything.” 

Thornton also anchored the 
final leg of the 1,600 relay, which 
sealed the ASIJ girls’ victory 
over Christian Academy In Japan 
125-84. The ASIJ and CAJ boys 
also claimed the first and second 


place spots with scores of 137 and 
102, respectively. 

Two DODDS-Japan schools 
finished third, with the Zama 
American girls earning 80 points 
and the Kinnick boys garnering 
84 points. 

Yokota freshman Kelsey Scott 
took first place in the girls’ 100- 
and 200-meter finals, but there 
was another first for her that 
day: the first time wearing track 
spikes. 

“They’ve been trying to get 
me to wear spikes all season,” 
she said, explaining that she bor- 
rowed a teammate’s pair during 
Saturday’s meet. 

“Rounding the corners felt 
really tight, but I felt like I was 
going to fall down in the straight- 
away,” she laughed.

she tries to use starting blocks for 
the first time in competition. 

Zama senior All-American 
distance runner Andrew Qual- 
lio dominated the morning’s 
3,000-meter race before facing 
off against friendly rival Sam 
Krauth from ASIJ in the after- 
noon’s 1,500. 

“We’re pretty good friends,” 
Quallio said. “I’m good at the 
3,000, and he’s good at the 800, 
and at the 1,500 we always 
battle.” 

Quallio came out on top this 
time, with Krauth taking second. 
However, Quallio said, the heat 
was definitely a factor for the dis- 
tance runners. 

“T think everyone was suffering 
out there,” he said, adding that he 
looks forward to running again 
next weekend against his friend 
as well as squaring off against 
the best that Korea and Okinawa 
have to offer.

Lakers top Rockets, 
grab 2-1 series lead

HOUSTON — After jawing 
with Shane Battier and Ron Art- 
est for much of Game 2, Kobe 
Bryant let his shooting send the 
message that the Lakers are back 
in control of the series. 

Bryant scored 33 points and 
Los Angeles took a 2-1 lead in 
its Western Conference semifi- 
nal with a 108-94 victory over 
the Houston Rockets on Friday 
night. 

Bryant sank a 33-footer just be- 
fore the end of the third quarter 
to put the Lakers up by 12, then 
struck a frozen pose at midcourt 
to silence the capacity crowd. The 
Rockets got no closer than six the 
rest of the way. 

“T’m just doing what I do best,” 
Bryant said, “just challenging 
other teams to try to do something 
with me. We, as a team, play off of 
that. It’s on me to be aggressive.” 

Lamar Odom had 16 points and 
13 rebounds and reserve point 
guard Jordan Farmar had 12 
points and seven assists in place 
of the suspended Derek Fisher, 
who was ejected from Game 2 for 
a hard hit on Luis Scola when he 
set a pick. 

Artest scored 25 points before 
he was ejected for a flagrant foul 
on Pau Gasol in the final minute, 
the only sign of carryover from 
the rough play that turned testy in 
Game 2. Artest was ejected from 





Game 2 for a verbal altercation 
with Bryant following Bryant’s 
elbow to Artest’s upper chest. 

“T don’t think that was a fla- 
grant, maybe a flagrant-1,” Bry- 
ant said of Artest’s latest ejection. 
“That rule is so all over the place, 
it’s hard to judge. I’m an ’80s 
baby, so that’s just two shots and 
let’s go.” 

Yao Ming added 19 points and 
14 rebounds for the Rockets but 
he was bothered by a sore left 
foot in the final minutes and was 
limping as he left the court. 

Yao said he would test the in- 
jury with running on Saturday 
and vowed he’ll play in Game 4 
on Sunday.

Chuck Daly 
dies at 78

DETROIT — Chuck Daly, who 
coached the original Dream Team 
to the Olympic gold medal in 1992 
after winning back-to-back NBA 
championships with the Detroit 
Pistons, died Saturday at age 78. 

Daly died in Jupiter, Fla., 
the Pistons said. The team an- 
nounced in March that the Hall of 
Fame coach had been diagnosed 
with pancreatic cancer and was 
undergoing treatment. 

He was renowned for his abil- 
ity to create harmony out of di- 
verse personalities at all levels 
of the game, whether they were 
Ivy Leaguers at Pennsylvania, 
Dream Teamers Michael Jordan 
and Charles Barkley, or Pistons 
as dissimilar as Dennis Rodman 
and Joe Dumars. 

“It’s a players’ league. They 
allow you to coach them or they 
don’t,’ Daly once said. “Once 
they stop allowing you to coach, 
you’re on your way out.” 

Daly was voted one of the 10 
greatest coaches of the NBA’s 
first half-century in 1996, two 
years after being inducted into 
the Basketball Hall of Fame. He 
was the first coach to win an NBA 
title and Olympic gold. 

“T think Chuck understood peo- 
ple as well as basketball,” former 
Pistons guard Dumars told The 
Associated Press in 1995. “It’s a 
people business.” 

Daly did famously in the Barce- 
lona Games with NBA superstars 
such as Magic Johnson, Jordan, 
Larry Bird and Barkley, using a 
different lineup in every game. 

“IT. played against Chuck’s 
teams throughout the NBA for 
a lot of years. He always had his 
team prepared, he’s a fine coach,” 
Bird said shortly after Daly’s di- 
agnosis became public. 

“Chuck did a good job of keep- 
ing us together,” Bird said. “It 
wasn’t about who scored the most 
points, it was about one thing: 
winning the gold medal.” 

Daly humbled the NBA su- 
perstars by coaching a group 
of college players to victory in a 
controlled scrimmage weeks be- 
fore the Olympics. 

“TI was the happiest man in the 
gym,” Daly said afterward. 

Daly also made the right moves 
for the Pistons, who were notori- 
ous for their physical play with 
Bill Laimbeer and Rick Mahorn 
leading the fight, Rodman mak- 
ing headlines and Hall of Fame 
guards Isiah Thomas and Du- 
mars lifting the team to titles in 
1989 and 1990. 

Former Piston John Salley gave 
Daly the nickname Daddy Rich 
for his impeccably tailored suits. 

Daly had a career regular-sea- 
son record of 638-437 in 13 NBA 
seasons. In 12 playoff appear- 
ances, his teams went 75-51. He 
left Detroit as the Pistons’ leader 
in regular-season and playoff 
victories. 

“The Daly family and the en- 
tire Detroit Pistons and Palace 
Sports and Entertainment fam- 
ily is mourning the loss of Chuck 
Daly,” family and team spokes- 
man Matt Dobek said. “Chuck

left a lasting impression with 
everyone he met both personally 
and professionally and his spirit 
will live with all of us forever.” 

Despite his success, Daly 
wasn’t part of a Coach of the Year 
presentation until he handed the 
trophy to then-Detroit coach Rick 
Carlisle in 2002. 

“This is as close as I’ve ever 
been to that thing,’ Daly said, 
looking at the Red Auerbach 
Trophy. 

Born July 20, 1930 in St. Mary’s, 
Pa., Charles Jerome Daly played 
college ball at St. Bonaventure 
and Bloomsburg. After two years 
in the military, he coached for 
eight seasons at Punxsutawney 
(Pa.) High School and then spent 
six years as an assistant at Duke. 

Succeeding Bob Cousy as coach 
at Boston College, Daly coached 
the Eagles to a 26-24 record over 
two seasons and then spent seven 
seasons at Pennsylvania, leading 
the Quakers to the Ivy League 
championship in 1972-75. 

Daly joined the NBA coach- 
ing ranks in 1978 as an assistant 
under Billy Cunningham in Phil- 
adelphia. His first head coach- 
ing job was with Cleveland, but 
he was fired after the Cavaliers 
went 9-32 over the first half of the 
1981-82 season. 

In 1983, Daly took over a De- 
troit team that had never had two 
straight winning seasons and led 
the Pistons to nine straight. He 
persuaded Rodman, Thomas, Du- 
mars, Mahorn and Laimbeer to 
play as a unit and they responded 
with back-to-back championships 
in 1989 and 1990. 

Far from being intimidated 
by the Pistons’ Bad Boys image, 
Daly saw the upside of it. 

“T’ve also had players who did 
not care,” he said a decade later. 
“Td rather have a challenging 
team.” 

After leaving Detroit, Daly took 
over the New Jersey Nets for two 
seasons and led them to the play- 
offs both times. 

He left broadcasting to return to 
the bench 1997 with the Orlando 
Magic and won 74 games over two 
seasons, then retired at 68, saying 
he was weary of the travel. 

Daly joined the Vancouver 
Grizzlies as a senior adviser in 
2000. 

The Pistons retired No. 2 to 
honor their former coach’s two 
NBA titles in January 1997. 

“Without you, there wouldn’t 
be us,” Mahorn said to Daly dur- 
ing the ceremony.

Yankees 3B homers in first at-bat of season

BALTIMORE — Amid all the 
chatter about his steroid use, hip 
injury, Madonna and big-money 
contract, one thing about Alex Ro- 
driguez is indisputable: his ability 
to play the game of baseball at the 
absolutely highest level. 

Rodriguez trumpeted his re- 
turn to the Yankees by hitting a 
three-run homer on the first pitch 
of his late-starting season, and CC 
Sabathia pitched a four-hitter as 
New York ended a five-game los- 
ing streak by defeating the Balti- 
more Orioles 4-0 Friday night. 

“It was awesome,” Rodriguez 
said. “It was just nice to get to the 
ballpark, give the guys a hug and 
do what I do best.” 

Tormented by stories of involve- 
ment with steroids and slowed by 
hip surgery that forced him to 
begin the season on the disabled 
list, Rodriguez finally turned his 
attention toward playing baseball 
when he stepped to the plate in 
the first inning against Jeremy 
Guthrie (2-3). 

As a dozen fans waved plastic 
foam syringes a few rows behind 
the plate, A-Rod stepped into a 
fastball and sent it soaring into 
the left-field seats. It was his 
554th career home run, and for 
sheer theater, it just might have 
been in his Top 10. 


“What a hitter. What a player,” 
Guthrie said. “To come off the DL 
like that, I throw that fastball on 
the black inside, and he just takes 
it for a home run. ... It’s areal spe- 
cial at-bat for him. He stepped 
up in the big moment right there, 
center stage, and does what he 
does best.” 

After taking a stroll around the 
bases, Rodriguez was mobbed in 
the New York dugout. 

“T feel like I’m back with my 
family,” he said. 

The shot sure came at the right 
time for the Yankees, whose five- 
game skid was their longest under 
second-year manager Joe Girar- 
di. During that losing streak, New 
York went 6-for-43 with runners 
in scoring position. 

“T think you’re always hoping 
that every time he comes up he 
hits a home run. You Know, that’s 
the impact he has,” Girardi said. 
“Your concern when a guy first 
comes back is his timing, but he 
was ready for it.” 

Rodriguez struck out in the 
third and fifth innings against 
Guthrie, then grounded out 
against Bob McCrory in the sev- 
enth to finish 1 for 4. But that one 
hit was a doozy. While Rodriguez 
was gone, New York third base- 
men hit a combined .202 with no 
homers and 10 RBIs in 28 games. 

Rodriguez’s home run was all 
the support the Yankees needed 


for Sabathia (2-3), who stopped a 
run of four starts without a vic- 
tory. It was by far his finest per- 
formance since signing a $161 
million, seven-year contract with 
New York during the offseason. 

Afterward, however, Sabathia 
spoke with awe about Rodriguez’s 
return. 

“He’s the best player in the 
game, so you kind of expect it out 
of him,” the left-hander said. “He 
hadn’t seen a pitch all year and 
to come up, first pitch, Guthrie’s 
throwing hard and to go deep 
— it’s unbelievable, but it’s not 
surprising.” 

Sabathia was pretty impres- 
sive, too. The husky left-hander 
allowed singles to the first two 
batters he faced, then retired 23 
of the next 24 batters — the ex- 
ception a third-inning walk to 
Brian Roberts — leading up to 
the ninth. 

Cesar Izturis and Roberts 
opened the ninth with singles be- 
fore Sabathia got three straight 
outs to end it. 

Sabathia struck out eight and 
walked one and gained a measure 
of revenge for an opening-day 
loss to Baltimore, when he gave 
up six runs and eight hits in 41/3 
innings. 

“Gosh darn, the guy was excep- 
tional,” Orioles manager Dave 
Trembley said. “One run would 
have done it for him.” 


Tigers’ Verlander outduels Tribe’s hard-luck Lee

CLEVELAND — Justin Ver- 
lander pitched a two-hitter for 
his third career shutout, yet the 
hard-throwing Detroit starter 
still needed one small misplay 
by the Cleveland Indians and one 
great catch by Curtis Granderson 
to earn a victory. 

Verlander struck out 11 and 
outpitched reigning Cy Young 
Award winner Cliff Lee for the 
second time in a week as the Ti- 
gers beat the Indians 1-0 on Fri- 
day night. 

“Discounting postseason play, I 
don’t think you’ll ever see a regu- 
lar-season play any better,” Ver- 
lander said of Granderson’s leap 
that took away Grady Sizemore’s 
bid for a two-run homer in the 
bottom of the ninth. 

“Neither starting pitcher should 
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lose that game,” Tigers manager 
Jim Leyland said. “If you make 
that catch in the first inning, it’s 
a great catch. If you make it in 
the ninth, it’s a great catch, but if 
you make it in the ninth inning of 
a 1-0 game with one guy on, that 
makes it a better catch.”

“It was out of the park and he 
brought it back,” said the left- 
hander, who already has two 
more losses than he did going 22- 
3 a year ago.

New D-Backs manager praises 
effort in setback to Washington

PHOENIX — Arizona man- 
ager A.J. Hinch wants the Dia- 
mondbacks to start believing in 
themselves. 

It’s an attitude the lowly Wash- 
ington Nationals seem to already 
have acquired. 

Shairon Martis improved to 4-0 
and the Nationals spoiled Hinch’s 
debut with a 5-4 victory over the 
Diamondbacks on Friday night. 

“We’re starting to build some 
confidence and playing a lot bet- 
ter baseball,’ Washington’s Ryan 
Zimmerman said. 

The Nationals, who started the 
season 1-10, have two road victo- 
ries in a row for the first time this 
season and have won four of five 
overall. 

“Sooner or later things had to 
turn around a little bit,” Washing- 
ton manager Manny Acta said. 
“We had a rough April and May’s 
been good so far, but there’s still a 
ways to go.” 

Jesus Flores drove in two runs 
with a homer and a single, Cris- 
tian Guzman tripled in two runs 
and Adam Dunn homered for the 
Nationals. 

Zimmerman hit safely in the 
26th consecutive game, the lon- 
gest active streak in the ma- 
jors, when he singled in the first 
inning. 

“T don’t really think about it 
at all,’ Zimmerman said of the 
streak. “I’ve gone farther than I 
thought I would go. I just enjoy 
playing and trying to keep the 
same mindset that I’ve kept every 
day and be consistent.

Felipe Lopez had three hits, 
including a double, and scored 
twice for the Diamondbacks, who 
erased most of a three-run deficit 
but lost for the fifth time in six 
games.

Hamels finally gets first victory

PHILADELPHIA — This 
time, Cole Hamels left the mound 
on his terms. 

Hamels pitched six innings to 
earn his first victory since the 
World Series as the Philadelphia 
Phillies beat the Atlanta Braves 
10-6 on Friday night. 

Jayson Werth, Chris Coste and 
Chase Utley homered for the NL 
East leaders, who snapped a two- 
game losing streak. 

Making his first start since 
spraining his left ankle on April 
28, Hamels (1-2) allowed two 
runs and three hits and struck out 
seven. Hamels, MVP of the NL 
championship series and World 
Series last year, struggled the 
first month of this season most- 


ly because of a series of freak 
injuries. 

“Tm glad nothing came down 
and hit me,” he said. “It was al- 
most abnormal, being out there in 
the sixth inning.” 

Atlanta’s Casey Kotchman hit 
a three-run homer off Brad Lidge 
in the ninth, and Omar Infante 
also went deep. 

Braves starter Jo-Jo Reyes (0- 
2) lost his ninth straight, allowing 
eight runs — four earned — and 
five hits in five innings. The lefty 
hasn’t won since beating the Los 
Angeles Angels last June 13. 

Hamels’ first start was pushed 
back because he had minor elbow 
problems in spring training. He 
left his third outing against Mil-

NEW YORK — Jose Reyes 
capped a five-run fourth inning 
with a two-run single and John 
Maine allowed three hits over 
six innings as the New York 
Mets beat the Pittsburgh Pirates 
10-1 on Saturday for their sixth 
straight victory. 

Carlos Beltran hit a long home 
run, David Wright tripled and 
drove in two runs and Gary Shef- 
field had two of the Mets’ sea- 
son-high 17 hits. Reyes finished 
with three hits, three RBIs and 
a stolen base as New York moved 
three games over .500 for the 
first time this season. 

Pittsburgh, which won 11 of 
its first 18 games, has lost seven 
straight and 11 of 12. 

New York played without man- 
ager Jerry Manuel, who was 
suspended one game for making 
contact with umpire Bill Welke 
during an argument in the Mets’ 
7-5 victory over Philadelphia on 
Thursday night. Bench coach 
Sandy Alomar ran the team. 

The Mets sent 10 batter to the 
plate in the fourth, using six sin- 
gles and a walk to help hand Paul 
Maholm (3-1) his first loss in 
seven starts. Maholm had retired 
eight straight after giving up two 
singles and a wild pitch for a run 
in the first. 

Wright, Sheffield and Fernan- 
do Tatis had consecutive RBI 
hits before Reyes’ two-run single 
broke open the game. 

Mets starters improved to 
5-0 during the winning streak 
as Maine (3-2) won his third 
straight. He walked just two — 
one intentionally — after giving 
six free passes in his outing May 
4 against Atlanta. 

Maine used the expansive Citi 
Field outfield to induce nine fly- 
outs, making only one mistake: 
Maholm’s first career homer 
leading off the fifth, after Maine 
had sat 23 minutes while the Mets 
scored five runs. 

In Friday’s game: 

Mets 7, Pirates 3: Carlos Del- 
gado hit a three-run homer dur- 
ing a five-run eighth inning and 
finished with five RBIs, moving 
past Mickey Mantle into 48th on 
the career list. 

Jonathon Niese plugged a hole 
in New York’s rotation by going 
six innings and Carlos Beltran 
had a tiebreaking RBI single. 

Nyjer Morgan had two hits and 
reached base five times for the 
slumping Pirates. 

Jose Reyes got the winning 
rally started with a single to 
center off Tyler Yates (0-2). Luis 
Castillo then walked and Beltran 
sliced a single down the third- 
base line for a 3-2 lead. 

Sean Burnett came in for Yates 
and Delgado greeted him with a 
drive over the wall in right-cen- 
ter. Delgado’s fourth homer gave 
him 1,512 RBIs. 

Omir Santos tacked on an RBI 
single as New York sent 11 bat- 
ters to the plate in its second-big- 
gest inning of the season. 

Bobby Parnell (1-0) struck out 
two in a perfect eighth to win it.

Big Bird’ 
storybook 
journey 


An unlikely owner, trainer and 
upset winner of the Derby continue 
a ride beyond their wildest dreams

LOUISVILLE, Ky. 
hey weren’t supposed to be here among the big shots 
and the sheik, the Hall of Famers and the million- 
dollar sure things. 

Not the tiny horse with the funky feet and un- 
sightly gait. Not the cowboy trainer with the black hat, busted 
leg and horseshoe mustache. Not the owner who met the trainer 
in a bar fight and got immunity in a federal corruption case 
through his father’s plea deal. 

Yet, here they are, this unlikely crew on the journey of their 
lives, propelled by a spectacular run in the Kentucky Derby 
that took 50-1 long shot Mine That Bird from obscurity to cham- 
pion for the ages. Next stop: the Preakness Stakes on Saturday. 

The avalanche of attention since the unheralded bay gelding’s 
stunning and emphatic victory has been a little bit much for 
rough-around-the-edges trainer Bennie Woolley Jr. The former 
bareback rider spent the past 25 years grinding out a modestly 
successful racing operation at tracks scattered throughout the 
Southwest. 

“It’s hard for me to be in front of the cameras,” he said. “It’s 
not something I really set out to do. I love being at the barn and 
doing my thing. The press side is just a little tough.” 

He better get used to it. 

Woolley’s post-Derby daze has consisted of a seemingly end- 
less string of interviews, autograph requests, phone calls and 
well-wishers coming by Barn 42 at Churchill Downs — from 
Hall of Fame trainer Bob Baffert to exercise riders, stall muck- 
ers and gate attendants. 

Gratifying? Sure. Expected? Not exactly.
